The Fatal Result of a Joke—People lhilied 
ard Property Destroyed. 

Dover, X. H., December 5.—Stephen Young, 
of Stafiord, N. H., had a party at his house 
last night. On a shelfin the house was placed 
a quantity of dynamite, intended for blasting 
purposes, One of the party, to scare the rest, 
fired a revolver, and the jar caused the explo- 
sion of the dynamite. The house was 
blown to atoms and burned up. One per- 
son, a Frenchman, employed by Young, 
was killed outright, and seven» more were 
wounded. Bonds tothe amount of $50,009, 
and an amount of railroad stock were destroy- 
ed. Miss Sadie Greenfield, of Rochester, New 
Hampshire, was blowa through the window, 
and her head cut open. Several of those in- 
jured will probabiy die. Among them is 
Stephen Young, of iiochester, and his uncle, 
Stephen Young, at whose house the explosion 
occurred. 

The result of the Strafford dynamite explo- 
sion ‘will be worse than anticipated. Of the 
eight persons injured, George L. Geodwin has 
already died. .Of the sevem surviving it is 
doubiful if any will recover, excepting 
Mies Sadie Greenfield. At six  o’elock 
to-night, the death ot George Young, Mary 
Ann Young, Zachary Q. Berry and Joseph 
May was considered liable to occur at any 
moment. Ella Ready, who was thoucht to be 
only slightly injured, is growing rapidly worse 
from internal burns. Stephen Young, 
83 years old, was found this afternoon, and it 
is thought his injuries may prove fatal, owing 
to his extreme age.. Miss Greenfield is out of 
danger. She is a sister of High Sheriff Green- 
field, and was soon to have been married 
to George Young. Stephen Young 1s 
the wealthiest farmer in town 
and a widower, his daughter Mary Ann being 
his housekeeper. Ella Ready assisted in the 
household work, and lived in the family, 
having been taken from the orphan’s home 
nine yearsago by Mr. Young. Mary Ann 
Yourg, Ella Ready, Berry and May are being 
eared tor at Joseph Berry’s residence. Mary’s 
face is charred, and the faces 
of the others are black from dynamite. Two 
surgeons are in constant attendance. The 
moans of the sufferers are dreadful to hear. 
George and Stephen Young are at Frank 
Young’s house, close by. The’ scene of the 
explosion has been visited by crowds, but 
nothing marks the spot except a pile of bricks 
trom the four large chimneys. 


BY THE FLAMES. 


A Destructive Fire in Millstone, New Jersey 
—Loss %50,0€0. 

New Brvuxswiex, N. J., December 5.— 
Fleishman & Gafi’s distillery and yeast man- 
ufactory, at Millstone, was destroyed by fire 
at4a.m.to-day. The building and machin- 
ery are a total loss. The fire was caused by 
the bursting of the alcohol cylinder. Thomas 
Burke, the fireman, was blown through the 
door into the street by the force of the 
explosion, sand is now in a _ critical 
condition. Henry L. Hammer, governmen\y 
storekeepor, got the beoks, papers and other 
vortable property out of the burning building, 
but was etme about the face, arms and 
hands while doing so. Twelve thousand 
bushels of rye, corn and malt were destroyed. 
The bonded warehouse adjoining contained 
4,000 barrels of liquor. It was saved, but was 
badly scorched. The loss is $50,000, which is 
covered by insurance.

4 Review ofthe Iron Labor Market—Twelve 
Thousand Men Thrown out of Work,

compilation of the reports received the Iron 
Trade Review computes that withm the past 
fou weeks twenty-five iron establishments 
have sterted up, giving employment to 12,175 
inen. In four establishments the force has 
been increased by 1,250 men. In 16 establish- 
ments the working time hes been reduced to 
an average of 8 hours, and in 39 establishments 
the wages have been reduced an average ot 
12) per cent, affecting about 20,000 men, and 
27 establishments have closed down entirely, 
throwing out of work 12,275 men. These figures 
relate only to the iron and steel industries.

Zhe Sensation Oreated North by Recent 
Developments.

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A DESPERADOS DEATH. 


JOHN SCOTT HANGED IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA. 


Nine Times He Escaped from His Captors, and at 
Last Shot One of Them Dead-A Singular 
Career of Crime—His Demeancr on the 
Scafcold—How He Died. 


Cuar_eston, 8. C., December 5.—[Special.] 
John Seott, the most famous desperado South 
Carolina has produced since slavery, perished 
on the gallows in Mount Pleasant, the county 
seat of Berkley county, four miles east of 
Charieston, across the harbor, at exactly 
twelve o'clock to-day. Scott was thirty-two 
years old, jet black, five feet and ten inches 
high, wire-nerved and brawny. 

THE STORY OF HIS CRIME. 

Like the unjust judge in Scripture he 
neither feared God nor regarded man during 
his short and eventful life. He was started 
to jail nine times, but he invariably beat and 
meimed his constables and escaped. On 
June 24th, 1884, he was started for the trial 
court, near Bonnear’s station, 
in Berkley county, charged with 
burglary. His custodian, J. J. Scipman, had 
been his employer for years. Scipman, who 
trusted not wisely, let Scott walk behind him. 
Two miles from the station Scott, into whose 
pocket his wife had slipped a pistol, shet 
Scipman in*tthe back of the head, and then 
grabbing Scipman’s large pistol, fired four 
bullets through his body, three being fired 
after he fell and entering exactly in the tep 
of the crown of his head. 

THE MURDERER CAPTURED. 

Scott was captured at Herry county three 
months after the murder, $400 being offered 
for him. The iail in which he was hung was 
the first he ever entered. As far as brute 
courage and bone and deve'opment go, Scott 
would be hard to surpass. His vitality was 
simply superlative, but thatisall. He wasa 
magnificent beast. His grandfather was a 
savage chief of Africa, captured by a slave 
trader sixty years ago, and purchased by a 
South Carolina rice planter, living on Salli- 
van’s island, near where the New Brighton 
hotel now steaads. Scott was an improvement 
on his grandfather, but it was an improvement 
as a savage, not as @ cilizen. 

READY FOR DEATH. 

This morning three colored ministers, a 
News and Courier reporter and Tae Constitv- 
TION correspondent entered Scott’s cell. Reli- 
vious services were held, which were very af- 

ecting. Rev. Mr. Brown, colored, of Charles- 
ton, made a prayer in which he said: 

WhenlIgothrough the valley of the shadow of 
death, thou will be with me, and thy rod and thy 
staff they comfort me bere. 

Scott showed his only emotion and his ante- 
bellum raising by exclaiming, “Oh, Lord, do 
Master, do bab mercy now or neber.”’ 

HE TELLS ON AN ACCOMPLICE, 

It had been rumored that Scott did not com- 
mitthe murder alone. One minute before he 
was called tothe scaffold Tue Consritvtion 
correspondent said: 

“Scott, in fifteen minutes you'll be with 
your God—did you do it alone?” 

Scott replied: “A nigger named McRae 
helped me, and lured me ingo it. He ought 
to go with me, for we shot him together.” 

MeRae is now m jail and will be tried atthe 
next term of the session’s court. 

ON THE GALLOWS. 

When Seott was placed under the gallows 
ho was very cool. He thanked the preachers 
and the sheriff and the jailer for their kind- 
ness, and concluded by saying: 

“All of you in the crowd pray for me, and 
God have mercy on my soul.” 

Then Sheriff Hendricks said: 

“Scott, make peace with God.” 

Jailer Harris said: “Brace up and be a 
man.” The next minute the desperado was 
hanging high in the air. He was pronouuced 
dead in 15 minutes, and his soul was at the 
last judgment. 

SCOTT S IDENTITY. 

Five minutes befere his execution Scott con- 
feesed to Tuk Constitution correspondent in 
his cell, that he was never named John Scott, 
though he was known by that 4 ey He 
said his real name was Jack Nesmith. Ne- 
emith is an old and aristecratic South Carolina 
name. This statement of the condemned man 
created quite a sensation. Scott was one of the 
most dangerous negroes that ultra radical 
teaching ever ruined. He hated white men 
because they were white and beeause they 
were democrats. This caused his destruction. 

Executions Elsewhere. 

Owen Sounp, Ont-, December 5.—Cook Teet, 
a blind men, convicted of murdering his wife 
by administering poison to her a year ago,was 
hanged here this morning. 

Teets was convicted of having murdered his 
wife by poisoning inthe township of Arte- 
mesia, a year age. He had married her a 
short time previous to her death, getting in- 
eurance of $4,000 on her life, payable to him- 
self. They went tothe states for a tew weeks, 
and about a week after they came back, Mrs. 
Teets diedip convulsions. On the contents of 
the stomach being analyzed strichnine was 
found. The evidence clearly pointed to her 
husband as having administered it, and a ver- 
dict of guilty was recorded against him.

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WAS IT A TRAGEDY? 


Lamentable Death of Two Young Ladies 
and the Narrow Escape of the Third. 
Ciucin nati Commercial Gazette. 


Not long ago a mother and daughter called 
at the office of a prominent New York physi- 
cian. The young lady was fair of face, grace- 
ful of form, with « complexion indicating 
health, and yet her mother said there was every 
indication to her that she was the prey of some 
mysterious disorder. At her request the physi- 
clan made a searehing examinetion. Nothing 
was discovered. At the importunities of the 
mother another physician was called in and 
another cxamiuation made with the same re- 
sult, 

In lets than three months the young lady 
was dead. 

In the same citv another prominent physi- 
cian was visited recently by a young lady of 
attractive address, refined manners and win- 
soe appearance. 

She had scarcely stated her case when her lips 
quivered, her face paled, her arms dropped to 
her side, and ehe was dead. 

She died alone with her physician, and gos- 
sips made high. scandal, but a post mortem 
examination showed that her death was caused 
by a convulsion, and the voice of slander was 
hushed. These are facts which can be sub- 
stentiated if need be. 

Medical science does not tell us all we ought 
toknow. It is small satisfaction for us that 
death-must lay our friends low before we can 
find out the nature of their diseases. Life is a 
great mystery; and it is a sad commentary on 
present human attainments that death is the 
only key which in many cases can unlock the 
depths of this mystery. 

There is something more to be dreaded than 
cholera, more to be teared than consumption, 
which is preying upon the health of 
our young people, because, unlike them, 
its approach is insidious, and we 
know of its presence only by _ the 
desth it brings. Mr. Charles E. Stephens, the 
well-known exporter at 1,225 Third street, 
Louisville, Ky., had an experience somewhat 
similar to the mother whose case is above re- 
lated. His daughter, when but nine years of 
age, seemed suddenly to droop. She was ex- 
ceedingly languid, was frequently prostrated 
with headaches and nervous depression, and 
the feeling of extreme fatigue grew upon her 
constantly.

Tue New York Tribune has fretted itself 
to such an extent since the defeat of the re- 
publican crew that its ravings are now decid- 
edly more amusing than otherwise. The 
miserable effort of Mr. Blaine in his Augusta 
speech to rekindle sectional strife by an un- 
warranted and despicable abuse of the south 
has served to furnish it with a ceaseless topic 
for its malignant thrusts at the people of the 
south. In its issue of Tuesday 
it claims in an editorial of 
Some length, headed ‘Let Facts Speak,” 
that in five southern states the num- 
ber of voters to each representative elector is 
less than 20,000, while in the northern states 
itapproximates 34,500. That this discrep- 
ancy arises from the loss of the negro yote is 
thus explained by the Tribune: 

In all thesouthern states 1,206,472 persons ap- 
pear to have lost their votes, while 2,964,926 yot- 
ed, And in all the southern states the number of 
colored male adults in 1880 was 1,211,077. 

Thus the Tribune would have it appear 
‘that every white adult in the south of every 
party voted the democratic ticket, while in 
the whole of the southern states only 4,405 
negroes yoted. The utter absurdity of such 
an argument as this is conclusive proof that 
it was either written by a fool, inspired

We printed in Tur Coxstrrution of yes- 


terday some interesting details of the indig- 
nities offered to the Rey. G. W. Martin; the 


colored pastor of a church in this city. These 
details should open the eyes of our citizens 
to the fact that we have in our midst @ negro 
element which is amenable to neither reason 
nor common sense, and the police will be de- 
relict in its duty if it should fail to captare 
some of the representatives of that element 
so that they may be made examplesof. In 
their own interest, the respectable negroes 
should aid in identifying these would be bull- 
dozers. 

Other colored ministers of the city have 
been threatened, but only in the case of the 
tev. G. W. Martin have the threats been car- 
ried out, and the attack on him shows that 
those who participated in it care as little for 
religion os they do for the peace “and good 
orderof the community. The offense of the 
colored ministers consists in the fact that, at 
atime when many of their race were sup- 
posed to be in astate of anxiety coneerning 
the intentions of the democrats, they organ- 
ized a public meeting of colored people and 
invited Governor McDaniel, and Senators 
Brown and Colqultt to address it. Several 
colered ministers interested themselves in 
this matter, and all who did so have been 
made the yictims of the lawless element 
among the negroes, 

Taking all the circumstances into consid- 
eration, we should think that there is not a 
negro in Atlanta too ignorant.to know that 
his race is vitelly interested in upholding the 
laws; we should think that there is not 
one too ignorant to know that his race is 
vitally interested in preserving the 
peace and in lending its iniluence to 
putting down every symptom of an 
appeal to mob law. In short, every negro— 
even the most ignorant and  preju- 
diced—ought to know that they have noth- 
ing to gain, but everything to lese, by. vio- 
lating the peace and good order of a com- 
munity; and those who have been instru- 
mental in attacking and threatening the 
colored preachers have made a mistake that 
they cannot atone for. Meanwhile, however, 
the police should show its industry and en- 
ergy in this matter, so that the negro bull- 
dozers may have a practical illustration of 
the workings of the law in a peaceable com- 
munity. 

There is another interesting fact which 
has doubtless attracted the attention of our 
city readers, and that is the part which Jack- 
son McHenry appears to play in the attempts 
to bulldoze the more: peaceable and intelli- 
gentof hisrace. Jackson McHenry is by no 
means an important character, but it should 
be borne in mind that his name is connected 
with eyery movement among the negroes 
that looks toward strife or lawlessness. A 
year or two ago, he madea speech at a negro 
meeting, the substance of which was reported 
in our newscolumns. It was something of 
an inflammatory address, and was so com- 
mented on at the time. 

We are not surprised to see the name of 
Jackson McHenry figuring in the attempt to 
brow-beat and bulldoze the colored ministers 
who have undertaken to bring about a better 
feeling between thegaces, but we are surpris- 
ed that he can find half a dozen negroes in 
this town tosympathize with the malicious 
spirit which seems to animate him. It may 
be that his prominence in this matter has 
been exaggerated, fand it may be, too, that 
he is moved by ignorance, rather than mal- 
ice, but some of the more intelligent of his 
race should endeayor to convince him that 
he has nothing to gain by using such influ- 
ence as he may possess to prevent the culti- 
vation of friendly feelings between the two 
races, 


SOUTHERN PIG IRON, 

A political revolution has been accomplished 
after a rather noisy campaign, and it is a rev- 
olution of such a character that thereis con- 
siderable worry over itin the minds of cer- 
tain fanatical editors. It is natural that 
these fanatical editors should be somewhat 
pestered, but if the people are satisfied, and 
it must be that they are, since they are the 
authors of all the woe, the fanatical editors 
might find it profitable to discuss the 
“change” from the standpoint of reason and 
common sense. 

Contemporaneously with the campaign— 
previous thereto and likewise after it—an- 
other revolution has been goitig on, and it is 
quite as interesting in its progress and may 
be more important in its results than the 
political revolution that is worrying the 
editorial fanatics. The southern people have 
discovered that they can produce something 
else besides carelessly handled and carelessly 
marketed cotton—haye discovered in fact 
that there are other fields of enterprise be- 
sides cotton fields. 

The progress that has been made since this 
discovery constitutes the revolution to which 
we allude. This section is rapidly 
filling up with manufactories, large and 
small, and industry and enterprise in all 
forms and shapes are making the south their 
beadquarters, and they have come to stay. 
Thus, those who fondly believe that one or 
two states of the north own the right to 
manufacture all the iron inthis country, 
have lately received quitea shock. They 
have been rudely aroused by the fact that 
during the first ten months of this year 76,- 
000 tons of southern iron have been market- 
ed norih of Maryland’and east of the Ohio, 
That is to say, we have sold iron in Pitts- 
burgh and in Pennsylyania, and the markets 
thus opened have proved profitable. 

the Philadelphia Times, commenting 
good-humoredly on what it admits is a start- 
ling fact, says that there isno danger that 
southern iron will crowd “Pennsylvania iron 
out of the market, and we have no doubt the 
Times is right; but if, in the confusion ofa 
late start, so to speak, we can sell iron right 
at the doors of the Pennsylyania furnaces, 
who is to compete with us when once we get 
our iron industry in good trim” Assuredly, 
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as the Times says, the south will make iron. 


for the south, but if we can sell iron profita- 
bly in Pennsylvania now, when can Pitts- 
burgh compete with us? We throw out these 
hints for consideration. Let the Blainiacs 
give them their serious attention. 

The recent articlein Bradstreet's on the 
production of southern iron, astonished the 
country at large.

About ten per cent of the southern pro- 
duct has this year been sent to eastern mar- 
kets, where itisin demand as a substitute 
for certain Scotch brands for mixture with 
northern iron. Heretefore the product of 
southern mills has been marketed in Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati and St. Louis, and other 
western towns, because freight rates have 
been lower to western points than to the 
more distant eastern cities. 

The moyement of iron 
south to the east ig after 
all only a matter of rates, 
A cargo of Alabama iron was recently un- 
loaded in Philadelphia, the freight from fuar- 
nace to wharf being $4.64 a ton. The iron 
was sold atabout$16.50aton. I{thefreic¢hts 
on. southern iron can be reduced or can be 
held where they are at present, every furnace 
in the south will be put in blast, and, the 
number largely increased as fast as capital 
can be putin that shape. Given low freights, 
the eastern furnaces must soon or late go out 
of blast. No tariff billcan help them. The 
eastern men are trying at present to meet the 
new competition by reductions of wages, but 
there is a limit to that, and the limit will be 
reached long before they succeed in making 
iron that they can afford to sell as low as 
southern iron—always provided freight rates 
are kept down to the minimum. 

The situation set forth. by Mr. Abram §, 
Hewitt, about two years ago, when he said in 
a letter addressed to Mr. Cox: “I am aware 
that the iron masters as a body do not agree 
with me in my views; but they and the gen- 
tlemen who represent them in congress are 
making a mistake. They think we aresufier- 
ing from foreign competition, whereas the 
depression in the iron business is due solely 
to domesticcompetition. Localities in which 
iron cannot be made cheaply are yielding to 
the superior advantages of other regions in 
this country where the conditions of pro- 
duction are more fayorable. No addition to 
the tariff can prevent this competition or in- 
terfere with the inevitable result of driving 
inferior concerns out of existence.” 

If the railroads and steamship companies 
of the south will combine to give the fur- 
naces the lowest possible rates, especially in 
these days of stagnation, the _ seat 
of the great iron industry will be 
transferred to the south, and thus indirectly 
will they get the profits they at frst surren- 
dered to the furnaces; for when the chief 
source of the iron supply is once firmly 
established in the south, the population of 
every southern state east of the Mississippi 
will be largely increased, and no long line of 
railroad will be without its Pittsburg. No 
matter if we haye no Bessemer beds. We 
can afford to ‘let the north make steel rails, 
while we furnish the country with foundry 
and forge irons. The field of the south is 
wide and rich, and upon the transportation 
companies rests the question, shall it be occu- 
pied at once? The opportunity of the south 
is now in the hands of the common carriers, 
and we are satisfied to let it rest there, because 
our transportation managers need above all 
else more population, which is the basis of 
all classes of their business.

RAILROADERS TALKING. 


The Meeting Yesterday of the Railroad Com- 


mittee of the Legisiature—The Speeches. 

Yesterday afternoon there was another 
ineeting of the joint railroad committee of the 
senate and house, to hear the railroad men 
touching the proposed changes in the railroad 
commission law. The meeting was held in the 
senate chamber, and Senator Colley presided. 
The attendance was very large, and great in- 
terest in the proceedings was shown by all the 
members of the committee. 

Captain Haines, of the Savannah, Fleride 
end Western, spoke at considerable length, 
presenting very forcibly the objections to the 


existing laws. He said that the state was 
much in need of such development as the 
reilroads afford, but that he did not expect to 
see the needed increase in railroads until that 
class of investment was made more attractive 
to capitalists. He said that the railroads 
should be allowed to manage their affairs, or 
the state should be willing to reimburse for 
ibe losses it causes. Such a condition as the 
letter would be highly preferable to any other 
arrapgement that cual be made, and while 
just, it nevertheless can never be hoped for. 
As itis now, the roads bave to manage only 
ene end-the expense end, The rates are pui 
down erbitrarily and the only thing the roads 
ean dois to cut down wages, discharge men 
end forego the pleasure of erecting handsome 
stations and other desirable improvements. 
The struggie is one of making the expenses 
come within the receipts. He spoke of the 
bed efiect the rulings of the com- 
mission has had on the short roads built to 
feed the Jarge lines and to accommodate lo- 
calities, Where the big companies have the 
reads built, or own them or a controlling share 
in them, they are treated as a part of the 
main line, and thereby the rates are cut dowa 
so that it is not remunerative to build or own 
them. He spoke of the operations of the pool, 
stating that it was en organization to prevent 
useless and foolish "cuts at the competing 
points. 

Ile defiued local freights as those to and 
jrem points that have only one railroad, and 
eonsequently ne competition and through 
freights as the freights to competing points. 
In defense of the pooling system he said that 
by preventing foolish cuts it caused freights te 
be hauled at a prefit and that was a saving to 
the lecal shippers, who would have, of course, 
to siand good for Josses that cuts might 
produce at competing points. Noone should 
be allowed much less forced to haul freight at 
ajors. Such a thing should be made a crime. 
Much Jess should a man be forced to haul at 
alose. In thecourse of his remarks he said 
that in January the new hotel at Thomasville 
would be opened, and will be, he said, superior 
to anything in Georgia except the new Kim- 
bell.

The shooting occurred in the Georgia Pacific 
yard about eight o’clock, and although many 
persons heard the report of the pistol, no one 
witnessed the shooting. Blanchard, who is a 
negro, has been serving the Georgia Pacific 
company as a night watchman for the past two 
months. His hours of work are from six 
o’clock 1n the afternoon to six o’clock in the 
morning, and while on duty he is required to 
move around among the cers in the yard and 
about the depot incessantly. This duty is re- 
quired of him in order to 

PROTECT ‘THE RAILWAY COMPANY'S PROPERTY 
from prowling thieves and incendiaries. Last 
night when Blanchard came on duty he made 
a tour through the yard and found on one of 
the switch tracks two or three cars loaded 
with pine which arrived yesterday afternoon. 
The! pine had beenfput up in bundles and was 
on flat cars. Blanchard knew that it was not 
very valuable, but he also knew that it was 
eesy to carry away, and he determined to 
keep an eye on it. About 8 o’clock he ap 
proached the cars again, and when within ten 
feet of them discovered a man pulling pine 
from one ofthem. Blanchard thrust his hand 
into his pocket, and, grabbing his pistol, 
yelled out: 

“Drop that pine.” 

‘Yes, I’ll drop the pine and you too,” said 
the thief, at the same time presenting a pistol 
which he instantly fired, immediately after 
which he turned about andran. Simultaneous 
with the report of the pistol Blanchard ut- 
tered a terrible groan and sank to the ground 
mortally wounded in the stomach. The report 

fihe pistol was heard by Mr. Tyler, of the 
Atlanta gas works, who resides near the 
Georgia Pacific railway depot, and who opened 
his door to aecertain if possible the cause of 
the shooting. As his door swung open he 

HEARD SEVERAL GROANS, 
and feeling certain thet some one had been 
shot, picked up his lantern and started for the 
nearest telephone to notify police headquar- 
ters. When Mr. Tyler opened his door 
slanchard sew the light and attempted to get 
up, but could not dose. He then turned upon 
his stomach, end with his hands dragged him- 
self to Mr. Tyler’s house, fully fifty yards from 
where he was shot, and where Mr. Tyler found 
him when he returned with severel friends. 
Mr. Tyler and those who were about Blanch- 
erd picked him up and carried him to Messrs. 
Sharp’s drug store, on Marietta street, where 
Dr. W. B. Parks was called in. the 
Lo the 
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drug store Bianchard 
requently, grosmed con and 
complained of intense and ains. 
When the drug store was reached Blancbard 
was laid flat upon his back and then Dr. 
Parks made an examination of the wound. 
The bail, judging from the hole, was fired 
from a thirty-six caliber, and entered the skin 
just one-balfinch below the naval, making a 
mortal wound... Dr. Parks probed the wound, 
but could not find the ball, and gave it as his 
opinion that the lead had been lost in the 
bowels and that internal hemorrhage had en- 
sued. He also said that the chances were all 
against Blanchard’s recovery. 

BLANCHARD TALKS. 

Blanchard expressed a desire to know his 
condition and talked a great deal eoncerning 
the shooting. Hesaid, “I knew somebody 
would try te get that pine and I deeided to 
waich it carefully. When I went back to the 
car j saw the negro stealing the pine. He saw 
metoc, but he did not offer to move. I waited 
unti] | wee within ten feet of him and then I 
told him to drop it. He said he would and 
that he weuld drop me, and at the same time 
fired,”’ 

“Did you know the negro? 
in the crowd. ‘ 

“No, but 1 would know him if I were to see 
him. He was asmeali! negro and was without 
a coat.” 

“Why didn’t you shoot?” 

“] didn’t bave time. 
dropped to the ground.” 

While Dr. Parks was examining Blanchard’s 
wound some one who was standiag by said: 

“That wound is just in the seme place as 
the one tha’ killed Sowers; and Sowers died 
just where that man is lying.”’ 

3lanchard heard this remark and was great- 
y moved by it. He begged to be taken home, 
nd late last night his desire was gratified, al- 
hough Dr. Parks advised his patient to be

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A MURDEROUS ASSAULT. 


Mr. Richard W. Jeunes Called to His Front
